ivir.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  l6th  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  being  a  report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  in  1966. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  for  the 
mid-year  1966  was  1930.  In  1950  the  number  of  inhabitants  v/as 
2091,  and  in  I960  it  was  2210. 

The  Borough's  area  in  acres  is  maintained  at  3135. 

There  v\/as  na  increase  in  the  number  of  Council  Houses 
during  1966. 

The  number  of  Births  and  Deaths  within  the  Borough  shows 
a  decline.  Diseases  of  the  heart  was  again  the  chief  cause  of 
death  especially  among  the  elderly.  Two  cases  of  T,B.  were  notified, 
one  being  a  male  aged  44  and  the  other  being  a  female  aged  79. 

No  epidemic  of  any  character  appeared  among  the  inhabitants,  and 
the  Borough  enjoyed  a  commendable  degree  of  good  health.  For  such 
favourable  circumstances  appreciation  is  felt  for  the  recommendable 
work  of  colleagues  in  General  Practi  '.e,  the  District  Midwife  and 
Health  Visitor  together  with  all  Voluntary  v/orkers  in  the  Clinics. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector's  report  is  incorporated  and 
it  draws  particular  notice  to  the  state  of  Public  Conveniences  in 
the  town.  The  Health  Committee  is  aware  of  the  requirements  and 
appreciate  that  increase  in  tourism  cause  a,  definite  focus  on  the 
particula.r  conveniences.  The  Council  should  bear  such  comments 
in  mind  and  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  see  that  the  circumstances 
will  be  of  satisfactory  standard. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Tovm  Clerk  for  his 
most  sincere  and  pleasing  cooperation  in  all  matters  concerning  the 
health  environment  of  the  Borough,  Also  I  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  and 
Housing  Committees  for  thier  interest,  confidence  n.nd  pleasant 
cooperation.

The  scheue  provides  for  the  vaccination  of  new-born  infants 
boiTi  into  tuberculous  households  and  the  tuberculin  nejgative 
contacts  of  known  cases.

Tnis  of  course  is  a 
ioeneral  complaint  concerning  all  local  Authority  Services.
